The inventions set forth in claims 4 to 8 lack 
novelty and/or do not involve an inventive step in the 
light of the content disclosed in documents 1 and 3 cited 
in the international search report. 

Documents 1 and 3 both disclose film-like objects 
which are configured from a base material that comprises 
a resin layer of a poly (amide) imide resin or the like by 
forming a layer of an adhesive (adjuvant) composition, 
which includes a solvent and an aromatic polyamide with a 
phenolic hydroxy group, upon the surface of said resin 
layer, and also disclose ccpper-clad laminate circuit 
boards which are configured by providing said film-like 
object upon one section of the layered structure of a 
laminated board and then adhering a copper foil or the 
like thereto. 

A comparison of the inventions set forth in claims 
4 to 8 and the inventions disclosed in documents 1 and 3 
showed that although the methods for the production

thereof are different, there cannot be considered to be 
any significant differences between the structures or the 
like of the resulting films, the resulting laminated 
boards or the resulting circuit boards.
